This month was characterized by comparative inactivity due in part to the 
severity of the climate which reduced field operations to a minimum and to the 
uncertainty of the size of the 1954 budget which held up the signing of new 
project agreements, This latter question is still unsettled with the type of 
program to be followed dependent on the amount of money available for project 
expenditures. New personnel continued to arrive in the field. It becomes 
increasingly obvious that in Saudi Arabia technicians without proper back- 
stopping funds are so handicapped as to make their utility questionable.

SECTION II, OPERATIONS SUMMARY 
a. Progress 
Agriculture 


A study of dates in El Hasa Province to determine the best 
varieties for further propagation has been begun by Roy W. Nixon, 
recently arrived in Saudi Arabia. During his six month assignment, 
he will concentrate on the date growing regions about Qatif, Hofuf, 
El Hasa and £1 Kharj. 


Mr, Tollie 0, Parker, another recent arrival, has been making 
a survey of the livestock and connected problems in the country- 
side about Jidda. His counterpart, Mr. Mohammed Ali El Bakry of 
the Saudi Arabian Department of Agriculture, has arrived from 
Egypt where he has been studying livestock problems, 


Mr. Moon was hospitalized as a result of complications 
arising from an accident which occurred while enroute from 
Jidda to El Kharj, His condition has improved but he is under 
orders to proceed to Wiesbaden, Germany for further treatment,

Education 


Plans for the continuance of the Commercial School are 
going forward in accordance with instructions from TCA, 
However, signing of the Project Agreement is dependent on the 
availability of funds, The Assistant Director's contract 
terminates in September with its renewal also dependent on 
availability of funds, The School will be closed from Augwt 14 
to September 15 for the Haj, the annual period of pilgrimage to

Health and Sanitation 


Mr, Skrinde has been assigned to the Health Ministry where he 
will represent TCA in carrying out the work set forth in the 
Quarantine Project Agreement. Plans for the autoclaves and boilers 
for the disinfection building are being prepared. 


Dr. Butler has been working on developing a program in 
parasitological and entomological investigations, especially in 
the Hejaz, specializing in malaria and bilharzi, He has been 
collecting background information from the WHO maria control 
team. It is proposed to assign him to the Health Ministry where 
it is hoped he my help establish a section of the public health 
laboratory for the identification of these diseases. 


Mr, Skrinde, Mr. Brinck and Dr, Butler made brief field 
investigations of Wadis Fatima and Khulais for the purpose of 
collecting information to be used in establishing a rural health 
program in these areas. 


Country clearance was given Miss Potter, Senior Nurse 
Officer, recruited for the Maternal-Child Health Project. The 
Project Agreement's signing is waiting on information concerning 
TOA/SA's budget.
